"coating a treatment agent containing a component" and stimulating a formation of 
plating and repressing the formation of plating on a substrate". 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
